London.—The text of the Allied 
vitimatum to Germany after a_ brief 
introduction reciting Germany’s un- 
fulfilled treaty obligations with regard 
to disarmamnt reparations, the trial of 
war criminals and other matters, is in 


 substanee as follows: . . 


The Allied powers have decided: - 

(a) To proceed from May 5. with all 
necessary preliminary measures for 
the occupation of the Ruhr Valley by 
Allied troops on the Rhine.under the 
conditions laid down, 

(b) In accordance with Article 235 
of the Versailles treaty, to invite the 
Allied Reparations Commission. to 
notify the German Governmnt with- 
out delay of the time and methods for 
the discharge by Germany of her. debt, 
and to announce its decision on this 
point to the Allied Governments by 
May 6 at the latest. 

(c) To. summon'-the German Gov- 
ernment to declare categotically with- 
in six days after receiving the above 
decision its determination: 

(1) To execute without reservation 
@r condition, its obligation as defined 
by the Réparations Commission.

(2) To accept and realize without 
reservation or condition in regard to 
its obligations, the guarantees pre-

(3) To execute without reservation 
or delay measures conterning mili- 
tary, naval-and aerial disarmament of 
which Germany was notified by the 
Allied nations in their note of January. 
29, those measures in the execution of 
which they have so far failed to com- 
ply with ‘are to be completed immedi- 
ately and‘the remainder on a date still 
to be fixed. 


(4) To proceed without reservation 
or delay to the trial of war crimes and 
also with other parts ofthe Versailles 
Treaty which have yet been unfilled. 


(5) To proceed on May 12 with the 
occupation of the Ruhr Valley and to 
undertake all other military and naval 
measures should ‘the German Govern- 
ment fail to comply with the forego- 
ing conditions. This occupation will 
last as long as Germany continues her
